| Victims Are Dr. Murfee and His Son | 
and Clark Brothers, Professional 
Men at Okolona, Miss. .

Okolona, Miss., May 8.—ISpeelal. IA ter- 
rific four-handed street battle occurred here 
at noon today. The participants were Dr. J. 
Murfee and his son, Howard Murfee, on the 
one side, and C. D. and W. F. Clark on the 
other.

- Whoever proposes to put up statued of 
celebrities on the Lake Front is a doubt- 
ful friend of public peace and order. 
Stronger language might be used to de- 
scribe the man who asks that statues of 
Miss Willard and of Genera! Shields shall 
be set up where everybody who travels 
along Michigan avenue will be compelled 
to see them and, perhaps, to shudder. 
Not that Miss Willard, who was a most 
estimable woman, should not be immor- 
talized in bronze or marble and be por- 
trayed in the act of trampling on the demon 
alcohol, as Michael is trampling on the 
dragon. Not that General Shields, who was 
a gallant soldier and a Senator from three

Mr. Howells in placing Rudyard Kipling 


and William Watson at the head of the 
living poets of the English-speaking world, 
as he does in the current North American 
Review. Still fewer will object to giving 
James Whitcomb Riley the first place 
among the distinctively American poets of 
the day. Mr. Howells names a score of 
others on both sides of the Atlantic, and has 
words of appreciation for each, but these 
three are the closest to the heart of the 
Anglo-Saxon race at the present moment. 
It may be that their vogue will pass with 
the passing of the nations’ mood, as has that 
of Andrew Lang and Austin Dobson, who 
were the poets of the hour a decade ago. 
The fact remains that these are the popular 
favorites now, and that each voices the 
Zeitgeist in his own sphere most intimately. 

With these poets in mind, Mr. Howells 
combats the idea that this is not a poetry 
reading age. He calls Mr. Kipling the 
most famous man in the world at the pres- 
ent moment. No other poet ever attained 
such world-wide distinction before the age 
of 32—not even Byron. Mr. Howells neg- 
lects Kipling’s stories as a factor in creating 
this popularity, but it is still true that Kip- 
ling’s verse is more widely read than any 


ity, and Riley’s has in its homely dialect 
more of the “ gtill, sad. music of humanity,” 
but Kipling’s rings with the bugle note of 
empire and of the greatness in man.

As Mr. Carnegie’s fa- 
vorite channels of disbursement are the li- 
hrary, museum, and art gallery, it is likely 
these popular institutions will receive the 
most of the heap, and thus his millions will 
confer the advantage of knowledge as well 
as personal pleasure upon millions of people. 
He has made this money out of the coun- 
try and he proposes to return it to the 
country. That is not only useful phi- 
lanthropy but just judgment and enlight- 


churlish as to find fault with that kind of 
generosity. If Mr. Carnegie carries.out 


such a scheme then indeed will his old age 


be useful, dignified, and unselfish.” 


THE GATHMANN EXPERIMENT. 

The test which was made yesterday on 
the beach at Sandy Hook may revolutionize 
the art of war, so far as relates to explo- 
sives. Louis Gathmann, the Chicago in- 
ventor of the huge 18-inch rifled gun, now 
making at Bethlehem, proposed the test to 
show that a gun containing shells filled 
with wet guncotton may be detonated 
without danger to the high explosive in 
the shells. Appropriately, one of the obso- 
lete monsters of war, a 15-inch cannon, 4 
feet in diameter, and weighing about 50,000 
pounds, was selected for the test. In its 
firing chamber were placed 100 pounds of 
smokeless powder and a Gathmann shell of 
aluminium bronze about 30 inches long, con- 
taining 86 pounds of wet guncotton. 

The other arrangements for exploding the 
charge are given elsewhere in the account 
by Tun Trisune’s representative. Every 
detail was under the charge of a military 
expert and the experiment was perfectly 
successful in every respect. The big but 
useless gun was exploded, the fusebox 
melted—everything was detonated except 
the charge of guncotton itself, which was 
scattered about without an explosion. One 
of the most surprising things about this 
wonderful experiment was that though a 
15-inch cannon was blown to pieces the 
sound was slight compared to the work ac- 
complished. 

As to the conclusions to be drawn, our 
‘correspondent may be too enthusiastic, but 
it is difficult not to believe an explosive 
of such power, so perfectly under control, 
wil not revolutionize the destructive 
agencies of mankind and introduce a new 
art of war. |
